The briefing would be done jointly and 
concurrer^y by Secretary of State, Secretary of Defense and DCI or their 
principal deputies, with the DCI leading off on a general review of world 
conditions, to be followed by SecState amd SecDef on foreign affaire and 
defense problem a.

^'serious candidates** for at the moment they have no delegates.
